ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday—An agent of one of 
the foreign powers offers to supply Russia with a small 
battleship, constructed in 1890, two cruisers and two tor 
pedo catchers. Much mystery is observed about the offer, 
and all I can be sure of is that the correspondence on the 
subject is taking place in German. A curious part of it is 
that this country hesitates on account of the ships being 
out of date. Whether with the authority of his govern- 
ment or not, the agent backs his offer by saying that if it 
is not accepted the ships will be sold to the Japanese. 
Two hundred’ and fifty picked shipwrights have been 
taken from the Baltic works here to go to Port Arthur to 
do all that is possible to repair the ships there. The great 
difficulty, however, is that, unlike Vladivostok, Port Arthur 
has no drydock capable of holding big ships of war. How- 
ever, Russian’ingenuity will pull through.

The Japanese troops near Newchwang and other 
points on the Liao Tung peninsula are able to interrupt 
the railroad forming the line of communication and supplies 
between Port Arthur and Harbin. The result is .the grad- 
ual investiture of Port Arthur within the Japanese naval and 
military lines. It will require a bold action on the part of 
the Russian forces to prevent the final accomplishment of 
the investiture and slow reduction of Fort Arthur.”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Congress may get through 
all its business and be able to adjourn 
as early as April 1. Representative 
Daizell of Pennsylvania, one of the 
House leaders, said today that he saw 
no reason why the appropriation bills 
could not be passed by that time. 
Usually, at the long session, Congress 
Goes not get through till about the 
fret of July. This session, however, 
it has been decided to take up no new 
‘and important legislation, so that al! 
there is to do is to put through the 
appropriation bills, ratify the Panama 
treaty, and quit. 

The genera] understanding that Con- 
gress will adjourn at an unusually 
early day has caused something akin 
to a panic among Statehood boomers. 
and they have arranged for an at- 
tempt to rush the Statehood Bill 
through both houses. Saturday there 
will be a secret conference of State- 
hood advécates, and next Monday 
there will be a meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Territories, to ascertain 
whether some sort of satisfactory 
Statehood legislation cannot be agreed 
upon.

PUBLICATION OF TARIFFS. 
RAILROADS GIVEN A RESPITE. 
(BI THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—«.M) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Inter- 

state Commerce Commission today an- 
nounced that as a result of Its investi- 
gations of the feasibility of requiring 
railroads to publish tariffs for the 
movement of export and import traf- 
fic, the same as domestic traffic, it has 
been decided to leave the matter in 
abeyance for a time. If the Interstate 
Commerce Act is not amended within a 
reasonable time, so as to relieve the 
commission of the necessity of requir- 
ing such publication, the commission 
holds that it will be its duty to enforce 
the publication export and import 
rates in the manner now provided by 
law, but so far not complied with. The 
decision adds: 

“Public policy urgently requires that 
the inland transportation of import and 
export commerce should be subject to 
‘the act to regulate commerce, and that 
the public having and maintaining the 
tariff upon such traffic imposes in most 
instances no hardship upon the carrier. 
There may be cases in which a modifi- 
cation of this rule would be of service 
to the carrier without detriment to the 
public, and perhaps other instances in 
which such a modification should be 
granted in the interest of both carrier 
and the public. This can only be ac- 
complished by an amendment to the 
act, since the provisions of the statute 
are mandatory, and the cammission has 


* Mo power to modify their requirements.” 


The commission holds that the Inter- 
state Commerce Act now requires the 
publication of the import and export 
rates, the seme as the domestic, but 
that until the passage of the so-called 
Elking bill February 9, 1903, there was 
apparently no very effective means to 
compel their publication. It says that

REGULAR SBPSSION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—SENATE— 
When the Senate met today, Mr. Hoar 
made a request for the extension un- 
til Monday of the time for motions 
to reconsider votes which had been 
cast last Monday. and no objection be- 
ing entered, the order was made.

The Senate also adopted the joint 
resolution directing the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor to inquire into 
the claim of the Wales Island Pack- 
ing Company on account of the recent 
decision, of the Alaskan Boundary 
Commission concerning Wales Island 
in Portland Canal, Alaska. 

The Senate then adopted without ob- 
jection a resolution offered by Mr. 
Morgan, calling upon the President 
to supply euch Information as he may 
have relative to the ‘present state of 
organization of the republic of Pan- 
ama and a copy of the “onstitution of 
said republic and to inform the Sen- 
ate as to any ordinance or other pro- 
ceedings of the Constititional conven- 
tion recently in session at Panama rel- 
ative to the Hay-Varilla treaty.” 

Mr. Spooner then spoke on the isth- 
mian canal question. He defended the 
President against attacks on his course 
in connection with the rebellion in 
Panama. and said that the criticism 
of the present Executive is not severer 
than that of his predecessors, and pre- 
dicted that he would be fully vindi- 
cated bw history as his predecessors 
had been. * 

Mr. Spooner also discussed the rela- 
tive merits Of the Panama and Nic- 
araguan routes, contending thet the 
advantages were all in favor of the 


Panama route. 


SLAP AT MORGAN.

WAR NEWS AFTER 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—[ Exclusive 

Dispatch. The Herald prints the 

folowing war summary: 

From Tokio yesterday came reports 
that the advance guard of the Rus- 
sian army had taken up a strong po- 
sition at Ping Yang, in its march 
toward Seoul, but it was added that 
an immediate attack on the Korean 
capital was considered unlikely. 

Reports that the Russians have. oc- 
cupied Wiju were confirmed, and it 
was believed that the first actual land 
battie was more than likely to take 
place near that town. 

St. Petersburg reported that Gen. 
Kuropatkin would go to the front and 
take command of ali the land forces. 
The dispatches add that, by a care- 
ful time calculation, it had been dis- 
covered that the torpedo attack at 
Port Arthur took place one howr be- 
fore M. Kurino called at the Fereigh 
Office to announce the severance of 
diplomatic relations. 

Viceroy Alexieff'’s official report of 
the first attack at Port Arthur was 
received at St. Petersburg. it de 
scribed the defence, and added that 
decorations had been awarded to 
those who had displayed gallantry In 
the battle. 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg 
said that in a mysterious manner 
some foreign power is attempting to 
sell the government obsolete war- 
ships, with the proviso that if Russia 
declines the bargain, they will be of- 
fered te Japan. The correspondence, 
the dispatches state, is being conduct- 
ed in German. 

The new Japanese war loan was 
subscribed twice over. Japan will le- 
sue paper currency, redeemable in 
gold, for the use of the troops in Ko- 
rea. This is said to be, In effect, a 
forced loan. 

Japan accepted Secretary Hay's plan 
to limit the area of hostilities, and 
it was expected that Russia's accep- 
tance would be acknowledged in a 
few days. Mr. Hay’s note, according 
to a Berlin organ, did not exclusively 
deal with the Chinese neutrality, but— 
proposed to limit Russia's action in

TONSTABLES’ POWERS. 
INTERESTING POINT RAISED. 
The Legisiature in framing the law 

regarding township constables left a 
loophole through -which constables 
have crept. from one township to an- 
other, and in this way have fed on a 
crop of dollars where they had not 
sown. While such a state of affairs 
was not contemplated by the legisia- 
tors, that under the wording of the 
law a constable has the right to have 
an office and do business in another 
township, is not dented. While the 
law is lax in this regard it is not 
wholly drawn on the go-as-you-please 
plan, and certain requirements are 
necessary. One of these is that the 
constable and his deputies shall be 
electors and residents of the township 
in which they hold office. 

This point ts brought to the front In 
a suif begun by E. D. MeDonald 
against W. F. Pope, a constable of 
Ballona township; R. G. Roberts, one 
of his deputies, and the Dyer Law and 
Collection Company.

Victim’s Wife in Jail, Her 
Friend Missing. - 


Leon Claranaris Wanted for 
Horrible Crime. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 


BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 18.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A ghastly find was 
made this morning at the Tehachepi!, 
when, under the platform of a ware- 
house near the railroad depot, was 
discovered a human head, evidently 
scvered from the body by knife or) 
razor. The trunk missing, but a 
further search brought it to light be- 
neath another warehouse a short dis- 
tance away. The remains were identi- 
fied as those of Santiago Arujo, a 
Mexican laborer, who for many years 
resided in that town. 

Arujo was last seen alive on Mon- 
day night, when he was in company 
with Leon Claranaris, a ranchman 
near Tejon. The latter is missing, but 
Was seen at noon yesterday by Con- 
stable John Kempf of Tehachepi, be- 
fore anything was known of the crime. 
There were no signs of @ struggle in 
the neighborhood where the body was 
found, but it is positively known that 
the two men had a number of quarrels 
over a woman supposed to be the wife 
of Arujo. The woman has been 4ar- 
rested and is in the County Jail. She 
absolutely refuses to talk. A_ blood- 
stained pillow case was found in_ the 
house occupied by them, and it is 
known that on Tuesday she burned 
up a considerable quantity of clothes. 
Claranaris is her friend. 

An Italian saloon-keeper this morn- 
ing advised Constable Kempf that 
about 2 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
about the time the murder is 
posed to have been committed, 
aparis entered’ his place to get A 
drink and at the «time he had in his 
possession a large knife covered with 
blood. Sheriff Kelly is sending no- 
tices to all parts to arrest the fugi- 
tive. He is a man about 30 years of 
age, speaks good English and has a 
very plain scat on the side of his neck 
which would make identification easy. 

HELD FOR MURDER. 

Charles Lamar was this afternoon 
held without bail for the Superior 
Court after a two days’ preliminary 
examination on the charg@ of murder- 
ng Thomas Delaney at ojave, on 
January 29 last. Witnesses testified

IL COMPANY’S 
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REED CRUDE DISTRIBUTES LARGE 
SUM AMONG SHAREHOLDERS. 


Product of Whittier and New Los 
Angeles Fields in Demand at High- 
er Prices—Market for Refinery 
Products Best in Two Years. 


The Reed Crude Oil Company of this 
city is distributing $360,000 among its 
stockholders, in the form of a dividend 
of $3.60 per share on the capital stock of 
100,000 shares, as declared by the di- 
rectors February 17. 

The money for this dividend accrues 
from the second and _ final payment 
made by the Southern Pacific Company 
on 2,260,000 shares of the Associated Oil 
Company's stock. The first payment 
was made November 2 last, and at that 
time the Reed company declared and 
paid a dividend of $4 per share on its 
capital stock. 

The Reed company still retains in 
the treasury 500,000 shares of the stock 
of the Associated Oil Company, $121,000 
of the 5 per cent. bonds of that com- 
pany, and owns 300 acres of land in 
Kern county. 

The payment was made by the South- 
ern Pacific a few days ago on the orig- 
inal purchase of the Associated Oil 
Company's stock, and completes that 
purchase. The greater portion of the 
Reed company's shares are held in Los 


Angeles. 
LOCAL MARKET. 

Considerable disappointment is ex- 
pressed over the poor quality of Kern 
county oil now coming in, as it con- 
tains so much asphaltum-that steam 
must be constantly used in unloading, 
and the gravity is so low that a poor 
fuel is the result. 

A better market for refinery products 
now prevails than for two years past, 
so the dealers state, and there is a fine 
market for asphaltum at $12 per ton 
for producers outside of the combine. 
The .war in the Far East has not af- 
fected the price of oi] products to any 
extent, and dealers are inclined to 
think that it will not do so. The ordi- 
nary oll of 14 per cent. gravity remains 
stationary at about 75 cents per barrel. 


POLICE ROSTER. 


Sergt. Williame Displays Skill 

Cabinet-making and Makes Him- 

self Generally Useful. 

The Police Department contains a 
good many mechanical geniuses, but 
there is none more clever with the 
saw and hammer, nor more willing 
to make himeelf useful with carpen- 
ters’ tools, than Sergt. George 
Williams, a piece of whose handiwork 
now graces the corridor of the Police 
Station where the sergeants call the 
roll of the several watches and where 
the patrolmen report off when their 
watch is ended. 

Sergt. Williams has just installed 
a new cabinet containing a complete 
roster of the Police Department. The 
names of the officers are on type- 
written scrolls enclosed in smal! glass 
cylinders arranged in vertical rows 
inside of a glass case. Beneath each 
cylinder is printed the beat of the 
oficer or his special line of duty. 
Whenever the roll is called the cylin- 
ders are turned so that each one will 
show on its face whether the officer 
whose name is on the inside, is on 
or off duty, or on the sick list, the 
words “on,” “off” and “sick” being 
printed on the scrolls after the names 
of the officers. 

The cabinet is kept locked and 
only the sergeants of the watches 
have keys to it, thus preventing any 
outsider from - tampering with the 
names. 

The cabinet. which ts very artis- 
tically constructed, is found to be a 
great convenience to the department. 
By this arrangement the whereabouts 
or movements of any officer can be 
ascertained at a glance. 

Sergt. Williams displayed a great 
deal of skill and ingenuity In its con- 
struction and is receiving many com- 
pliments on the job. He did the 
work at odd hours, between watches. 
and is almost constantly devoting his 
spare time to making improvements 


around the station for the con- 
reaience of the officers ~ 


CHICAGO MAN 
DYING HERE. 


Well-known Justice Murphy 
Accident Victim. 


Thrown from a Moving Car, 
Seriously Hurt. 


Tying Many Marriage Knots 
Made Him Famous. 


One of the most widely-known citi- 
zens of Chicago is reported dying at the 
Sisters’ Hospital from the effects of in- 
juries received a few days ago while 
attempting to alight from a moving 
electric car. The patient is Hon. J. C. 
Murphy, who for many yéars has held 
an office as justice of the peace in the 
county buildings of Chicaga, and who 
is noted all over that part of the coun- 
try because of the hundreds of mar- 
riage ceremonies he has performed. 
Blushing youths and ‘maidens who 
wanted to be married when the ink ou 
their licenseg was hardly dry would 
seek Out the office of Justice Murphy, 
and sometimes he performed as many 
as a dozen marriages in a day. 

Several weeks ago Justice Murphy 
came to California for his health, ac- 
companied by his son. It was hig in- 
tention to remain throughout the win- 
ter, his health having given way under 
the strain of hard work without a va- 
cation for more than two years. The 
change of ciimate benefited him, and 
despite his advanced age he rapidly re- 
covered. 

About ten days ago he started to get 
off a car and as he did so it was 
started, throwing him to the ground. 
He struck on his head and was ren- 
dered unconscious. He was taken to 
the Sisters’ Hospital, where he was 
given the best possible medical atten- 
tion, but he failed to revive from the 
shock. He sustained concussion of the 
brain, of such severity that only at 
times has he been conscious, and then 
only when aroused. He lies tn a state 
of semi-consciousness, and while there 
is no immediate danger of his death, it 
is feared that he will sink into a stupor 
from which he will never be aroused. 

A telegram was sent to his wife in 
Chicago yesterday, advising her not to 
come to Los Angeles. It had been her 
intention to start last night. The rea- 
son for thug preventing her from mak- 
ing the trip was that she could not ar- 
rive before Monday, and by that time, 
if the patient's condition is not much 
improved, it is feared the end will have 
come. Mrs. Murphy is in delicate 
health, and if she came to Los An- 
geles, and then was obliged to make the 
return trip to Chicago immediately, the 
result might be serious. 

Justicen Murphy has thousands of 
friends in and about Chicago. and nu- 
merous telegrams of inquiry as ® his 
condition have been received by his 
son, who remains with his father al- 
most constantly. 


POLICE ON MAN HUNT. 


They Prevent Escape ef Bold Prisoner 
Who Abuses Trust Reposed 
in Him. 


There was an exciting man hunt at 
the City Jalil last night by half a doz- 
en officers, which resulted in prevent- 
ing an expert young thief from making 
his escape. Jailer Thomas Zeigler in 
checking up his prisoners at 9 o'clock, 
discovered that William Q. Anderson, 
serving a sentence of ninety days for 
petty larceny, was missing. Anderson 
had been a sort of trusty, and having 
been a good prisoner had been shown 
many little favors. He had had no op- 
portunity to leave the jail building for 
he was seen only a few minutes before 
his disappearance was discovered. 

Search was made through the cell 
rooms and then the officers went to 
the basement, to which Anderson 
could have gone by means of an inner 
door-. For an hour no trace of the 
missing man could be found. Finally 
Driver Aiken of the patrol wagon hap- 
pened to look into an extra patrol 
wagon which is kept in the basement 
and there Anderson was found lying on 
the floor of the wagon trying to squeeze 
into the smallest possible apace. He 
was taken back to jail and will pass 
the remainder of his term, fifty-six 
days, in the dungeon. 

His plan was to secure one of the 
picks used by the chain gang and 
which are kept in the basemenf, and 
some time during the night, break out 
one of the bars at the windows. Only 
the vigilance of Jailer Zeigler prevent- 
ed his success.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In 
nection with the threatened uprising 
in the Balkans, diplomats here have 
received the full text of a note re 
cently sent by Turkey to the powers 
signatory to the Treaty of Berlin. The 
note charges Bulgaria with fomenting 
all the trouble in Macedonia, saying:

“Eight days have now elapsed since 
all Russia was shaken with profound 
indignation against an enemy who 
suddenly broke off negotiations and 
by a treacherous attack endeavored 
to obtain an easy success in a war 
long desired. The Russian nation, 
with natural impatience, desires 
prompt vengeance and awaits feverish- 
ly news from the Far East. 

“The unity and strength of the Rus- 
sian people leave no room for doubt 
that Japan will receive the chastise- 
ment she deserves for her treachery 
and provocation to war at a time 
when our beloved sovereign desired 
to maintain peace among the nations.
